The town will not be mailing out the Town 
Meeting warrant to residents this year. Anyone wishing to 
can access the warrant at www.mattapoisett.net or they 
can pick up a copy at Town Hall or the Town Library. 

At 7:15 pm, the board met with Developer James 
Lanagan and Planning Board Chairman Ron Merlo 
regarding the acceptance by the town of Seabreeze Lane. 
After much discussion concerning drainage maintenance 
abutting the road and retention ponds, Mr. Merlo said 
that the Planning Board has required that Mr. Lanagan 
put a $2,000 deposit aside to pay for drainage mainte- 
nance.

Highway Surveyor Wesley Bowman pointed out 
that by past precedent the town has been responsible for 
drainage and retention ponds in developments. Several 
questions were raised by residents concerning drainage 
problems, the impact on Eel Pond, the cost of mainte- 
nance, and whether this was going to be a private road. 
Mr. Lanagan said that it would be a public way, and all 
abutters have signed off on that. 

Selectmen Lombard was particularly concerned 
that the plans which were approved by the Planning 
Board on March 4, 2004 were only being brought before 
the Selectmen six days before Town Meeting. There is no 
money in the town budget for this maintenance, and no 
results of meetings with the Conservation Commission 
(ConCom) have been forwarded. Selectman Denham is 
very concerned about the drainage situation in that area 
and possible costs to the town, and Selectman Andrews 
said he would like to see this postponed to the Special 
Town Meeting planned for early fall. The board agreed to 
examine answers in writing from the ConCom before the 
Town Meeting and if Mr. Lanagan is able to present them 
to the board before a decision is made, they would 
approve the inclusion of the article on the Town Meeting 
warrant. 

At 7:50 pm State Representative William Straus 
(D-Mattapoisett) met to discuss with the Selectmen the 
status and direction of the House Budget concerning 
Education and State Aid to cities and towns. Some of the

ideas mentioned were the House Bills which differ from 
the Governor's proposals. One item would be to allocate 
one-tenth of one cent of the Sales Tax for help to towns 
that have school construction, until the state reimburse- 
ment kicks in. 

Governor Mitt Romney has suggested a 30-year 
borrowing plan, but the House favors 20 years because of 
the increased interest costs. The SBAB will not help with 
completed projects such as Mattapoisett's Center School. 

Some encouraging aspects of the House Budget 
are an increase by 60 percent for Special Education costs, 
an increase of 40 percent for regional transportation costs, 
and the restoration of the budget cuts for school nurses 
suggested by the Governor. The House Budget also 
reflects the emphasis on Early Childhood Education. The 
state seems to be moving toward a full-day Kindergarten 
and half -day Pre-Kindergarten requirement. None of 
these things have been finalized, but there is some 
movement towards increased state help for education. 

The Selectmen discussed the process for appoint- 
ing a new Recreation Director for the town. Mr. Botelho

My 14 year old Jack Russell terrier doesn't sleep well anymore 
hut wanders around the house all night. Yesterday I found him 
stuck between the bed and wall. Does he have a brain tumor? 
It is possible that your dog has a tumor, but it is more 
likely that he is simply becoming senile. The brain may 
degenerate before the rest of the body in a dog just as in 
a person. Signs of senility in dogs are associated with 
changes in normal behavior patterns. Wandering at 
night, inappropriate barking, accidents in the house, star- 
ing into space and getting lost all can be signs of degen- 
eration of the brain.

"We will have another follow-up meeting at 
which some issues will be discussed in further detail,'' Mr. 
Dolan said. 

"I wanted to commend (Mr. Dolan) for this idea," 
Chairman Pierce said. "I think it's extremely important to 
bring together the (town) officials to discuss what needs 
to be improved." 

Freshman Selectman Henry suggested that with 
all the pending issues before them, it might be wise to 
meet on a weekly basis, even if only for the immediate 
future.

when we have other more important issues to address. I 
characterize the committee work as watching submarine 
races — nobody knows what's happening until the 
torpedo hits us.

"I would 
ask that you give us a chance and see how it works. I 
think we're all working towards the same thing. What 
we've got to do is use our time more efficiently and get 
the word out better." 

"We should be exploring cost-cutting measures, 
for example," Mr. Henry said. "There's a lot of things that 
I want to get out in the open here, and I don't feel the time 
and circumstances are going to permit it at this pace — it's 
simply not fast enough." 

"We're the Board of Directors (and) we have (Mr. 
Dolan) who's our CEO," Selectman Jeffrey said. "It 
doesn't take hours to do that ... we're setting policy in a 
broad scope. How involved in the nitty-gritty, detail-type 
stuff do the Board of Selectmen need to be?" 

In other matters: 

• Mr. Dolan informed the board he hopes to have 
a recommendation from the recent Town Accountant 
search ready for their next meeting, and as a result of 
Town Meeting, he is suggesting a policy be put in place as 
to who has access to Town Counsel and engineering 
services on behalf of the town. "You just can't have wide 
open, unfettered access to counsel or engineers," Mr. 
Dolan said. 

• Resident Tyler Blethen read a letter praising the 
work of Town Administrator Jack Dolan during the three 
nights of Town Meeting last week. 

• Resident Carol Sanz and others present asked 
what the board proposes to do to better improve channels 
of communication between town officials and the public 
in light of last week's Town Meeting. Some suggestions: a

• Art is taught in a small group Speech room. The room designed for Art, v^ith 
sinks and storage, is a second grade classroom. 

• Two Speech therapists service small groups in a space designed for one person. 

• Music is held on the stage, but noise distractions during three hours of lunch have 
caused General Music to be moved to the instrumental room and instrument 
lessons to take place in the halls. The Music room houses a class of third graders. 

• The student computers are taking up one-third of the Old Hammondtown 
library and the teacher's work room. The Center School library is in a small group 
room. 

• Two Reading teachers service small groups of students in a space designed for 
one person. 

• Kindergarten classrooms are in spaces partitioned off from the hallway or 
designed for Occupational/ Physical therapy. They are in spaces two-thirds the size 
of State standards for Kindergartens. This limits movement and centers available 
for the five year olds. 

• Occupational / Physical therapy is provided in a comer of the cafeteria. 

• Special Education teachers work with individual students in the corridor near the 
nurse's office and outside of the library with the distractions of passing classes. 

• Small group work takes place at tables set up in the corridor outside the 
fourth grade classrooms. The Music teacher and Aides have desks in the halls. 

• Privacy issues are compromised due to a lack of space available for conferences 
and meetings about students. 

The best of students require few distractions. The tight space makes it more 
difficult for those requiring extra help or just learning music. The teachers 
have done a wonderful job with the conditions at Old Hammondtown, but a 
lot can be endured when it is only expected to last for 18 months.

seriously overcrowded it is at Old Hammondtown School? 
Because classrooms for Grades K-3 are housed in every available 
space, music is on the stage, art in a windowless room, copy 
machines are in the corridors because the workroom is being 
used as a computer lab, the benches in the halls have become 
small group work areas, etc. These rooms and others need to 
revert to their intended use. We cannot expect the children to 
continue to cope with these difficult conditions for another year 
... two years? three years? Do we have a timetable for when fiscal 
conditions will be ''better '7 

Which brings me to my second point. If the building is 
not occupied and in operation when the 65 percent reimburse- 
ment comes due, we lose the state funding.

As the Mattapoisett Town Budget discussions begin, I 
would like to share some information that helps to put our 
spending on elementary education in context. The Massachu- 
setts Department of Education tracks Per Pupil Expenditures by 
town providing overall costs and costs for just the Regular Day 
program (excluding Special Education costs). There are 42 towns 
reporting expenditures for a Kindergarten through sixth grade 
program (they have regional agreements for the upper grades as 
we do). Among these 42 towns, rest assured that we are not 
among the top spenders. 

The most recent numbers, from the '02-'03 budget, 
report Mattapoisett at $6,209 per pupil for Regular Day Expendi-

A 
cluster of 11 schools spend in the range of $7,300 to $8,160 per 
pupil for Regular Day programs ($1,091 to $1,951 more per 
student than Mattapoisett). Three additional schools spend at an 
even higher level. 

As you make up your mind of what you will or will not 
support in next year's budget, please don't start with the 
assumption that our local Mattapoisett Elementary schools are 
already funded extravagantly.

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Mean Streak

Mean Girls, Starring Lindsay Lohan and Tina Fey. 
Directed by Mark S. Waters. Running time: 91 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Teenage girls can be red in tooth and claw, in case you hadn't 
gotten the pop-culture memo. Films like Catherine Hardwicke's 
Thirteen and books like Rosalind Wiseman's Queen Bees & Wannabes 
have thrown a harsh light on teen girls' yearning for acceptance 
and struggles with self-esteem; Tina Fey, head writer on Saturday 
Night Live, read Wiseman's book, and Fey's resulting screenplay 
was so inspired by Queen Bees that Wiseman gets a screen credit. 
Mean Girls, which opened with surprisingly big numbers, may tap 
into the same Zeitgeist that seeks to decode the unhappy daughters 
of a new generation. It's also considerably witty, with freshly 
conceived characters and a baroquely structured plot; judging 
from this maiden film voyage. Fey may be wasting her talents on 
sketches and ''Weekend Update." 

Lindsay Lohan, whose popularity may be part of the reason 
for Mean Girls' success, is Cady Heron, a homeschooled girl attend- 
ing a public school for the first time. Cady doesn't know the social 
rules of high school, though her new friends, outcast "art freaks" 
Janis (Lizzy Caplan) and Damien (Daniel Franzese), waste no time 
filling her in. Tina Fey, who is Class of 1988 like me, must've been 
as relieved — as as dispirited — as I was to learn that high-school 
cliques haven't changed much in fifteen years. The Queen Bee 
clique, derisively known as The Plastics, are a trio of well-ap- 
pointed brats — airhead Karen (Amanda Seyf ried), eager-to-please 
Gretchen (Lacey Chabert), and ringleader Regina (Rachel 
Mc Adams). They take notice of Cady, and Regina invites her into 
the fold, with Janis' enthusiastic approval — Cady is in the perfect 
covert-op position to report back to Janis on the Plastics' vapidity. 

Mean Girls is not just for teenage girls. For one thing. Fey and 
producer Lorne Michaels have brought along some fellow SNL 
talent — Tim Meadows as the grouchy school principal. Ana 
Gasteyer as Cady's anthropologist mom (her line "Why are my 
tribal vases under the sink?" is one of Fey's finer moments as a 
writer), and the incomparable Amy Poehler as Regina's mom, a 
teenage daughter's worst nightmare — the mom who wants to be 
one of the girls. This is perhaps the smartest film Michaels has had 
his name on; Cady is a math whiz, and the movie doesn't shy away 




from showing actual examples of her knowledge. Fey wants girls 
to know it's okay to be smart, and the subplot in which Cady 
dumbs herself down to win the affection of a hunky senior (Jonathan 
Bennett) is a good instance of Fey's unstressed message. 

Elsewhere, particularly towards the finish, the script gets a 
little preachier. Fey herself, in the role of Cady's calculus teacher, 
stands in front of an auditorium full of girls and makes a speech: 
"You've got to stop calling each other sluts and whores. It just 
makes it all right for guys to call you that." An inarguable senti- 
ment, but it veers too close to a PSA for me, as does Cady's later 
revelation, "Calling somebody else fat will not make you any 
thinner. Calling somebody stupid will not make you any smarter." 
These points have already pretty much been made; the Plastics are 
supercilious and unappealing (though the actresses play them 
wittily), and Cady herself devolves under their tutelage. As 
Nietzsche said (or maybe not), "Battle not with Plastics, lest ye 
become one." 

Except for head Plastic Regina, and an oafish Health Ed 
teacher who somehow feels qualified to lecture about chlamydia 
while misspelling it, all the characters are generously drawn; 
there's a lovely moment when Janis, of uncertain sexual prefer- 
ence, and Damien, whom Janis has described as "almost too gay to 
function," go to the prom together in matching suits. Mean Girls 
manages to be light-hearted without being light-headed; as noted 
above, it has a little too much on its agenda, but that's better than 
having nothing on its mind at all. And it announces the arrival of 
Tina Fey into the ranks of smart screenwriters (she's a pretty good 
comic actress, too — she has a wonderfully tart exchange with 
Lindsay Lohan over the contents of a secret "Burn Book" that 
trashes everyone in school). The movie's success should pave the 
way for future Fey projects, and in this dumb, retrograde time for 
movies. Fey is more than welcome — she's needed.
